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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Joseph King on 27 April 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: Please see the attached PDF 
document entitled 10759932FinalClaims.pdf that contains the allowable claims in their 
final form, including final amendments to the claims. 

2. Summary of the prior art of record 
Fujino (US 2001/0013877 A1 ) - Fujino discloses: 

a file processing apparatus, with which files can be selected easily when subjecting files 
to a predetermined process. A window W that is displayed during file processing is 
partitioned into three regions, namely a file display window W1 , a selected file display 
window W2, and an execution icon display window W3. While ascertaining the contents 
of the files in a predetermined folder and comparing among the files with the icons 
displayed as thumbnails in the file display window W1 , the user can select files to be 
processed by double-clicking. Once a file has been selected, it is displayed as an icon 
in the window W2, so that file selection can be performed easily and accurately while 
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scrolling down the window, for example. After the file selection is terminated, a process 
can be executed, for example by double-clicking a process icon displayed in the window 
W3. 

Vertelney et al. (US 5,341 ,293) - Vertelney discloses: 

a user interface element having a plurality of user interface elements for marking, 
finding, organizing, and processing data within documents stored in an associated 
computer system are described. Each element typically has an appearance which is 
uniquely related to the data or the function the element is designed to represent or 
perform, respectively. In their simplest form, these elements are only used to mark data 
within a document. Each element, however, can also be programmed to cause the 
computer to perform some function in association with the marked data, such as printing 
the data or mailing the data to someone. A user can select particular data within a 
document using an element and have that data associated with the element in memory. 
Data marked with common elements can be found by searching for a particular 
representative element in memory. Users can create their own elements, program 
elements with their own desired functionality, and modify existing elements. Elements 
can also be compounded together so as to cause a combination of tasks to be 
performed by simply activating one element. 



Hocker et al. (US 5,561 ,758) - Hocker discloses: 
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a process icon based on a tunnel concept in which the icon has an input and an output 
portal through which an object is dragged in order to invoke the process. The direction 
of the process invoked (e.g., encrypt to decrypt or decrypt to encrypt) can be denoted 
and determined by the portal through which the object is dragged. 

Nomura et al. (US 5,408,599) - Nomura discloses: 

Corresponding portions between data having different data formats, such as document 
data and figure data, are automatically managed to save labors for retrieving or 
updating. A general editing apparatus is additionally equipped with a display managing 
means, a means for managing related portions in a first kind of data, a means for 
managing related portions between the first kind of data and a second kind of data, and 
a means for managing related portions in the second kind of data. The related portions 
to be simultaneously referred to and updated are automatically managed and updated 
regardless of the different data 

Muller (US 4,984,1 52) - Muller discloses: 

a human-computer interface for executing computer operations on data objects under 
control of a multifunctional cursor which represents multiple computer operations 
visually in the cursor, which facilitates execution of repeated operations through a 
"cycle" capability, and which decouples pointer and image functionalities in time and 
space. 
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Aoki et al. (US 5,892,948) - Aoki discloses: 

an execution control section specifies a function object to next be executed on the basis 
of icon layout information. When there is a second icon is adjoining or adjacent to the 
right side or the lower side of a first icon, the execution control section applies an output 
of the function corresponding to the first icon to the function of the second icon, to 
trigger the function of the second icon. Icon layout information can be formed by merely 
juxtaposing icons. The execution control section successively executes the functions of 
the icons in an order in which the icons are juxtaposed. Also, when an icon is operated, 
a window management system generates an event. In accordance with the event, an 
operation environment control portion executes and displays an object corresponding to 
the icon. A program is composed from function objects corresponding to icons laid out. 
An interpreter of an execution control section receives an execution instruction to be 
given to a program, and successively executes the function objects by utilizing icon 
layout information. A process management portion successively executes function 
objects. 

Smith (Multi-state Icon, IBM TDB, TDB n1a 06-92 p338-339, IP.com number 
IPCOM000108582D) - Smith discloses: 

a multi-state icon for representing the state of processes (executing programs) in a 
computer system. 
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IBM (Research Disclosure 429172, Technique for displaying file icon status within the 
original file icon image in high color depth environments) - IBM discloses: 
shifting the color of a file icon to reflect status. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1 , 8 and 15 are allowable over the prior art of record, specifically, the prior art of 
record fails to disclose presenting a first distinct visual feature associated with the first 
operation in first portion of the file display of the displayed file and presenting a second 
distinct visual feature associated with the second operation in a second portion of the 
reselected file display of the displayed file such that the first distinct visual feature is 
also being presented. 

The respective dependent claims add further limitations to the allowable subject matter 
of the independent claims and are, therefore, allowable over the prior art of record. 
Specifically, the prior art fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest the combination of 
elements as recited in the claims.
